It must lie 
said in defense of the. modern littli; girl 
Hint the candies arc a great deal nicer 
and more templing than'they used to be 
in the days when peppermint stick, and 
lemon braid, cream, lobster, and rock 
candy were the staple sweeties, and all 
the fair possibilities of chocolate, were 
unknown. 
Even peppermints, which 


used to be about the si?,e of a dime, and 
jiot strong enough lo keep one. awake 
through a whole, sermon, even when 
one's grandmother permitted one to 
steal all that one wanted from tier 
pocket, have now developed into great 
disks that make more than one mouth- 
ful, and are strong enough lo keep a 
Congressman awake, through an all-uight 
session.

I am often asked whether the cock-

"Norfolk Howards" and cockroaches 
can not exist in the same ship, and a 
curious instance of this fact is recorde " 
in the " Narrative of Foster's Voyage in 
the Chanticleer:" "Cockroaches, those 
nuisances to ships, are plentiful at St 
Helena, and yet, bad as they are,, they 
are more endurable than bugs. Pre- 
vious to our arrival here in the Chan- 
ticleer we had suffered great incon 
venicnce from the latter, but the cock 
roaches no sooner made their appear 
ance than the bugs entirely disappeared 
The 
fact is, the cockroach preys 01 


them, and leaves no sign or vestige o 
where they have boon ; so far it is a mos 
valuable insect."—Good Words,

M. Del- 
pech has drawn up a formidable brief, 
and is precise in his statements and 
clamorous in his demands. 
U seems 


that bee-keeping is lucrative 
in the 


neighborhood of Paris, and that so also 
is the distillery of spirits and the re- 
finery of sugar. 
Moreover, wherever 


there are sugar-works the bees are active 
and abundant. At Say, for instance, 
the loss attributable to them is estimated 
at £1,000 a year. 
M. Delpoch gives 


facts and figures. 
At another refinery 


the number of bees killed daily amount- 
ed to twenty-two gallons full. 
lie him- 


self saw a large glass of sirup drunk up 
in two hours. As to loss of life he is 
equally circumstantial. 
Ho gives a full 


list of people who died of bee stings in 
the course of the year. Most of the 
cases occurred in America, but many 
are furnished by Franco and some by 
Germany. 
The" death is very painful, 


and in some cases extremely sudden. 
At Chemnitz, in Hungary, a peasant 
stung while cutting a branch of a tree, 
died on the spot. At Chester, in Penn- 
sylvania, a farmer examining some 
hives, was stung, fell at once into a state 
of syncope, and died within a quarter ol 
an hour.
